A Quiet Sunday—Boomers Not In.

A Couple of Footpads Attack a 
Chinaman. 

Yesterday morning about 1:30 o’clock, 
as Officer Rinkenbach was walking his 
beat on First street, near Wilmington, 
he heard some one cry out several 
times as if in great pain.

First and Main streets, and on going 
to the place the officer found a China- 
man dancing about over the pavement, 
howling at the top of his voice, and 
bleeding at the mouth.

A POLITICAL TRICK. 


What Judge Aitken Says of His In- 
dictment. 

Yesterday’s Associuted Press dis- 
patches contained a report from San 
Diego stating that Superior Judge 
Aitken of that city had been indicted 
by the Grand Jury, and placed under 
$3000 bonds. Judge Aitken was in 
this city yesterday, and was found at 
the Hollenbeck Hotel by a Tres re- 
porter. Judge Aitken stated that the 
whole affair is a political move by his 
enemies to destroy his reputation in 
San Diego. The circumstances of the 
case are about as follows: Some time 
about the middle of last December the 
Ropers in the case of the People vs. 
ellingtén Stewart were placed, by 
J. W. Girvin, Clerk of the Court, on 
Judge Aitken’s desk by order of the 


Judge. They were to be used 
by Stewart’s council, William 
Darby, Esq., and Judge Aitken, 


in preparing the statement on a motion 
for a new trial and the application for 
a certificate of probable cause which 
had been refused in Judge Aitken’s 
court. The bill of exceptions and 
statement were drawn up, compared 
and contained all the instructions 
given to the jury in the case, and also 
all those proposed by the prosecution 
ana refused, and also all those pro- 
posed by counsel for the defense and 
refused. 

The bill of 12 thus made up 
was signed by the Judge. 

Afterward, when the papers were 
wanted in the County Clerk’s office, J. 
W. Girvin, the Clerk of the Court, went 
into the judge’s chamber and took up 
the package which he supposed con- 
tained all the papers without asking 
the Judge’s permission or even 
that they were  want- 
ed. hen the papers were wanted 
the judgment roll was missing, 
and in answer toa 12 message, 
the Judge stated that it was 2 
on his desk, and it was immediately 
sent down by a messenger boy. A part 
of the judgment-roll had got mixed 
with the papers ving on the desk, and 
one part was lost. On the strength of 
this, without examining the Judge’s 
clerk, the Grand Jury returned an in- 
dictment against Judge Aitken for 
feloniously destreying and mutilating 
public records. : 

The affair created intense excitement 
in San Diego, and almost every lawyer 
in the city proffered his assistance to 
Judge Aitken. 

The Judge immediately announced 
that he would transact no further 
business in his court until the affair is 
settled. He wrote from Los Angeles 
to Gov. Waterman demanding the im- 
mediate appointment of a superior 
judge to try the case, and asked fora 
full, open hearing. 

‘The indictment, the Judge says, is 
technically illegal, but he will refuse 
to avail himself of that fact, and will 
seek \, complete vindication in open 
cour 

The San Diego Union bitterly de- 
nounces the Grand Jury, and public 
opinion strongly condemns that body.

come up. Mayor Hazard filed’ a mes. 


sage last week, which was publisubd 
in Tue Tuts, scoring the Council for 
the delay in purchasing a safe for the 
use of the Treasurer, so that the funds 
now in the hands of the ring“ banks 
can be withdrawn, and pat into the 
vaults of the City Hall, thus cutting off 
the revenues with which the banks are 
carrying on their legal fight against the 


city. 

Tih matter was seferred te. 
Finance Committee, and at the last 
meeting of the Council they asked for 
further time to make their report, 
— — was granted, and it was this 
action of the committee in asking for 
further time, and of the Council in 
granting it, that called forth the 
Mayor’s message. The matter has 
been further considered during the 
past week, but whether any recom- 
mendation will be made in regard to it 
is not known, as the report could not 
be found in the City Clerk’s office Sat- 
urday afternoon.

TALMAGE. 


THE DUTY OF CHILDREN TO- 
WARD THEIR PARENTS. 


What They Owe to Father and 
Mother—The of - 
ness and Diss ipatlon— Parental 
Fidelity and Anxiety—Old Peo- 
ple Who Are Hard to Get Along 
With.

BOORLIN (N. V.), March 16.—The 
following sermon was preached this 
morning by Dr. Talmage in the Acad- 
emy of Music, in which his church is 
worshiping during the rebuilding of 
the Brooklyn abernacle, and which 
will continue to be 80 occupied until 
that edifice is completed. After ex- 
pounding a chapter describing Absa- 
lom’s carriage toward his father, 
Davia, and the singing of an appro- 
priate hymna, Dr. Talmage announced 


as his text the words: 


A foolish son is the heaviness of his 
mother.—Proverbs x., 1. 
He said: All parents want their 
children to turn out well. However 
poorly father and mother may have 
done theniselves, they want their sons 
and daughters to do splendidly. Up 
to 40 years of age parents may have 
ambitions for themselves; after that 
their chief ambitions are for their 
children. Some of the old-time names 
indicate this. The name of Abner 
means his father’s lamp.“ The name 
Abigail means “her father’s joy.” 
And what a parental delight was Sol- 
omon to David, and Samuel to Han- 
nah, and Joseph to Jacob! Aud the 
best earthly staff that a father has to 
lean on is a good son, and the strong- 
est arm a mother bas to help her down 
the steep of years is that of a grateful 
child. But it is not a rare thing to find 
people unfilial, and often the parents 
are themselves to blame. Aged persons 
sometimes become querulous and 
snappy, and the children nave their 
hands full with the old folks. Before 
entering my profession, I was for 
three months what is called acolpor- 
teur. One day in the country districts 
I stopped at the house of a good, in- 
telligent, gevial farmer. The hos- 
pitality of such a country house is es- 
ially pleasing to me, for I was born 
nthecountry. This farmer and his 
wife were hard-working people, but 
tried to make their home agreeable 
and attractive. The farmer’s father, 
about 65 years of age, and his grand- 
father, about 90, were yet alive and 
with him. Indeed, there were four 
enerations in the house, for the 
armer had little children playing 
about the room. We gathered at the 
dining-table. After the blessing was 
asked, the farmer put some of the 
meat upon his plate, and courteously 
passed it to me, when his father of 65 
years of age cried out to bis son, who 
of age: “Why 
do you not pass the meat as you always 


do, and let us take it off the plate our- 


selves? You are trying to show off, 
because we have company.“ Mean- 
while, his grandfather of 90 sat with 
his hat on at the table, his face un- 
elean and bis apparel — Still the 
farmer kept his patience and equipoise, 
and I never think of him without — - 


grace than I ever had. 


DISAGREEABLE OLD PEOPLE. 
Because people are old they have no 


right to be either ungentlemanly or 


uncanny, There are old people so dis- 
agreeable that they have nearly broken 
up some homes. The young married 
man With whom the aged one lives 
stands it because he has been used to 
it all his life, but the young wife, com- 
ing in from another household, can 
hardly endure it, and sometimes al- 
most cries her eyes out. And when 
little children gather in the house, 
they ere afraid of the venerable patri- 
arch, who has forgotten that he ever 
wasachild himself, and cannot un- 
derstand why children should ever 
want to play “hide and seek,“ or roll 
hoop, or fly kite, and he becomes im- 
patient at the sound from the nursery, 
and shouts with an expendituré of 
voice that keeps him coughing fifteen 
minutes afterward, “Boys, stop that 
racket!” as though any boy that ever 
amounted to anything in the world 


did not begin life by making a racket. 


Indeed, there are children who owe 
nothing to their parents, for those 
rents have been profligates.. My 
mented friend, good and Christian 
and lovely Henry Wilson, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, in early 
life changed his name. Henry Wilson 
was nos his original name. He 
dropped his father’s name because 
that father was a drunkard and a 
disgrace, and the son did not feel 
called upon to carry such a careass all 
his life. While children must always 
be dutiful, I sympathize with all young 
people who have disagreeable or un- 
incipled old folks around the house. 
of us, drawing out of our meme- 
ries, know that it is possible, after 
60 or 70 or 80 or 90 years of age, for the 
old to be kind and ge ial; and the 
grandest adornment of a home is an 
aged father and aged mother, if the 
rocess of years has mellowed them. 
sides that, if your old parents are 
hard to get along with now, you must 
remember there was a time when they 
had hard work to get along with you. 
When you were about 5 or 7 or 10 or 12 
years of age what a time they had with 
you! If they had kept a written ac- 
count of your early pranks and misdo- 
ings it would make a whole volume. 
That time when you gave your little 
sister @ clip; that time when you ex- 
—— the depth of a jar of sweet 
hings for which you bad no permis- 
sion; that havoc you one day made 
with your jack-knife; that plucking 
from the orchard of unripe fruit; that 
day when, instead of being at school, as 
your parents supposed, you went 
a-fishing;: and — a time did you im- 
peril your young lite in places where 
you had no business to climb or swim 
or venture, 
| PARENTAL FIDELITY. 

To get you through your first fifteen 
years with your life and your good 
morals was a fearful draft upon 
parental fidelity and endurance. In- 
deed, it may be that much of this pres- 
ent physical and mental weakness in 
your parents may have been a result of 
your early waywardness. You made 
such large and sudden drafts upon the 
bank of their patience that you broke 
the bank. ner were injured in 
being thrown while trying to break 
the colt, It is a matter of only com- 
goon honesty that you pay back to 

em some of the Jong suffering which 
they paid to you. A father said to his 
son: ‘Surely no father ever had as 
bad a boy as I have. “Yes,” said the 
son, my grandfather had.” It is 
about the same from generation to 
generation, aud parents need to be

the happiness and longevity of parents 
much depend upon the right behavior 
of their children, and I can do this no 
more effectually than by demonstrating 
the truth of my text: A foolish son 
Is the heaviness of his mother.“ 
Perhaps some young man astray may 
be brought back by a thought of how 
they feel about him at home. A French 
soldier lay wounded and dying in the 
hospital at Geneva, Switzerland. His 
father, at home, 70 years of age, heard 
of his son’s suffering, and started, and 
took the long journey, and found the 
hospital, and as he entered the son 
cried: 
„O father, am so glad you have 
come to see me die.“ 

No,“ said the father, you are not 
oing to die; your mother is, waiting 
or you, and I am going to take you 

home; I have brought you mpney and 
everything you need.“ 

No,“ said the soldier, they give 
me here everything that is nice to eat, 
but I have no appetite, and I must 
die.“ 
Then the father took from his knap- 
sack a loaf of rye bread, such as the 
plain people of his country ate, and 
said: 


„Here is a loaf of bread your mother 
made, and I am sure you can eat this; 
she sent it to you.“ 

Then the soldier brightened up, and 
took the bread and ate it, and said: 
“It is so good, the bread from home, 
the bread that my mother mad No 
wonder that in a few days he bad re- 
covered. Oyoung man, wounded in 
the battle of life and discouraged, 
given up by yourself and given up by 
others, the old folks at the coun 
fireside have not given you up. 
bring you bread from home. It may 
be plain bread, but it is that bread of 
whichifaman eat he never again 
shall hunger. Bread from home! 
Bread from home! 

DISSIPATED SONS. 
Carrying out the idea of my text, I 
remark that a reckless or dissipated 
son makes a heavy-hearted parent be- 
cause it hurts the family pride. Itis 
not the 24 name, or the name which 
you received at the christening, that is 
injured by your prodigality. You can 
not hurt your name of John, or George, 
or Henry, or Mary, or Frances, or 
Rachael, because there have been 
thousands of people, good and bad, 
having those names, and you can not 
improve or depreciate the respectabil- 
ity of those given names. But itis 
your last name, your family name, that 
is at your mercy. All who bear that 
name are bound, before God and man, 
not to damage its happy significance. 
You are charged, by all the genera- 
tions of the past and all the genera- 
tions to come, to do your share for the 
protection and the honor and the in- 
tegrity of that name. You have no 
right, my young friend. by a bad life 
to blot the old family Bible containing 
the story of the marriages and births 
and deaths of the years gone by, or to 


whose records are yet to be opened. 
There are in our American city direc- 
tories names that always suggest com- 
mercial dishonesty or libertinism or 
cruelty or meanness, just because one 
man or woman bearing that name 


It 
is especially dear to your mother. She 
was not born under that name.

Your 
father’s name may notbe a distin- 
uished name, but I hope it stands 
or something good. It may not de fa- 
mous, like that of Homer, the father 
of epic poetry, or Izaak Walton, the 
father of angling; or Aschylus, the 
father of tragedy; or Ethelwold, the 
father of monks; or Herodotus, the 
father of history; or Thomas Aquinas, 
the father of moral philosophy; or 
Abraham, the father of the faithful, but 
your father has a name in a small cir- 
ele as preeious to him as theirs in a 
larger circle, Look out how you tar- 
Dish it! 
rr or UNFILIAL CONDUCT. 
Further, the recklessness and dissi- 
pation of a young man are a cause of 
parental distress atatime when the 
parent is less able to bear it. The vi- 
cissitudes of life have left their im- 
pression upon those parents. The eye 
is not as clear as once, nor the hearing 
as acute, nor the nerves as steady, nor 
the step as strong, and with the tide of 
incoming years comes the weight of 
unfilial behavior. You take your 
parents at a great disadvantage, for 
they cannot stand as much as they 
once could. ‘They have not the elas- 
ticity of feeling with which once they 
could throw off trouble. That shoul- 
der, now somewhat bent, cannot bear 
as heavy a burden as once it could. At 
the time when the machinery is get- 
ting wern out you put upon it the most 
terrific strain. At 60 and 70 years 
the vitality is not so strong as at 30 
or 40. Surely they are descending the 
down grade of life swiftly enough 
without your increasing the momen- 
tum. They will be gone soon enough 
without your pushing them away. 
Call in all the doctors who ever lived 
since Hippocrates raised medicine 
from. a superstition to a science, and 
they could not cure the heart-break of 
a mother over her ruimed boy. There 
may be, as some suppose, enough herbs 
on earth, if discovered, to cure all the 
ailments of the body; but nothing save 
a leaf from the tree of the heavenly 
Paradise can cure a wound made by a 
foolish son who is the heaviness of his 
mother. 

Perhaps it is a good thing that cruel 
treatment by a child abbreviates a 
parent’s life; for what is there desir- 
able in a father’s life or a mother’s life 
if its peace is gone? Do you not think 
death is something beneficient if it 
stops the mother’s heart from aching 
and her eyes from weeping, and says: 
Mou need not bear the excruciation 
any longer. Go and sleep. I will put 
the defense of a marble slab between 
vou and that boy’s outrages. Go now 
where the wicked cease from troub- 
ling and the weary are at rest?“ At 
the departure of such mothers let the 
music be an anthem instead of a dirge. 
While you and I hear no sound, yet 
there are at this moment tens of theu- 
sands of parental hearts breaking. 
All care was taken with the boy’s 
schooling, all good counsel given, and 
the equipment fora sober and earnest 
and useful life was provided, but it 
has all gone, and the foolish son has 
become the heaviness. of his mother.

He said that the rate for such light 
was entirely too much, being 50 cents 
a night, when in some eastern cities 
the rate was as low as 16 cents a night, 
and he was of the opinion that with 
the facilities which Nature had pro- 
vided in the way of power that the 
rate in Pasadena should be as low as 
the lowest. Not only was the rate out- 
rageously high, but the construction of 
es and wires was bad. Some of 
hem came in contact with iron posts, 
and might cause death from a charge 
of the electricity in case any one hap- 
pened to place a hand on such a post 
when the charge was on. Not only so, 
but in some instances the wires were 
attached to trees, and that out his way 
they were in some cases supported by 
barbed-wire fences. In view of all of 
these things, he was decidedly in favor 
of taking some action at once which 
might forestall the Council’s action 
before it was too late. 

Another member spoke on the point 
of what he termed practical National- 
ism. He said it consisted in less talk 
and more work; said that he had 
watched these reform movements for 
many years, and had observed that all 
of them were at fault in not doing“ 
instead of saying.“ He saw a way out 
of all the difficulties of our social 
system. It was for people to exchange 
labor one with another. 

For instance, while some lady might 
be engaged in making him a pair of 
pants, he could be chopping her wood, 
and so on throughout the whole scheme 
of codperation and exchange of labor.
